a crimp in the o v erall o peratio n. 
But it is a go o d start fro m which to 
co ntinue the pressure as relentlessly as 
the pushers pursue their daily ro unds 
o f destructio n. 


Blaming Liquidity ' 


“ Liquidity crisis” is a phrase being 
bandied abo ut a great deal to day , in the 
wake o f o ne majo r co rpo ratio n filing fo r 
bankruptcy and repo rts that o thers may 
be hitting the petty cash bo x fo r o perat­ 
ing funds. 
But a “ liquidity crisis” is no t a new 
pheno meno n here. It has beco me a way 
o f life. It happens ev ery time so meo ne 
charges a purchase he canno t affo rd, 
but ho pes to be able to pay when the 
bill co mes due. 
It happens frequently with the fed­ 
eral go v ernment, which hasn’t been able 
to take in as much as it spends fo r so 


lo ng so me eco no mists think so mething 
is wro ng when the bo o ks clo se o ut a 
y ear in the black. 
The real pheno meno n which has 
o ccurred in to day ’s high inflatio n, tight 
mo ney eco no my is a credit crisis. When 
indiv iduals o r co rpo ratio ns no lo nger 
can ex tend their lines o f credit at any 
rate o f interest — as with the Penn Cen­ 
tral — that is wty en the crunch co mes. 
Technically , it may still be called a 
“ liquidity crisis.” But pinpo inting the 
real pro blem as an o v erdependence upo n 
credit at least suggests where to lo o k 
fo r bo th sho rt and lo ng range so lutio ns. 


AMA Chief Propos es 


Co ming fro m any o ther so urce, the 
suggestio n by Dr. Walter C. Bo rne» 
meier that 5 0 ,0 0 0 do cto rs co uld be added 
to the ranks o f practitio ners immed­ 
iately by putting to wo rk tho se no w 
training in ho spitals pro bably v /o uld 
receiv e little attentio n. It is admittedly 
a radical appro ach to the phy sician 
sho rtage, o ne which wo uld cause a mino r 
rev o lutio n within the medical pro fessio n. 
But Dr. Bo rnemeier is the new presi­ 
dent o f the American Medical Asso cia­ 
tio n, and a man who o bv io usly is co n­ 
v inced a radical appro ach is needed to 


so lv e the do cto r sho rtage. His remarks 
to the 1 1 9th annual co nv entio n o f the 
AMA o utlined such an appro ach. 
As Dr. Bo rnemeier sees it, no mo re 
than six y ears sho uld be required to 
achiev e an- M. D. degree after high 
scho o l. 
Any further training co uld be 
acquired by the do cto r beco ming a wo rk­ 
ing member o f a medical team in the 
co mmunity . 
“ He wo uld,” the new AMA chief 
added, “ be learning what it is that makes 
peo ple sick, no t just ho w to make them 
well.”

Vigo ro us ex ercise isn’t fo r ev ery o ne. 
While a lo t o f peo ple are try ing it to day , 
almo st as many are giv ing it up. After a 
bo ut o r two with jo gging, calisthenics o r 
bicy cling, abo ut all mo st participants 
hav e gained is a red face, lo ss o f breath 
and aching muscles. 
No w eo mes aero bics, kno wn as walk­ 
ing in simpler times. This is so mething 
mo st peo ple can do , tho ugh they may 
be co nditio ned to wheels. The legs co n-

little practice they can be made to carry 
the bo dy bey o nd the back y ard.

America Meant Hope 


For Many Emigrants

The sto ry o f Henry Ehman is no t o f earth 
shaking pro po rtio ns. He did no t liv e to beco me 
President, no r did he fo und a great bank. But 
his endeav o urs amo ngst us is a human sto ry , it 
is the unco mplicated saga o f a man giasping 
gently to ward success and happiness, and re­ 
ceiv ing a measure o f these by his persev erence 
and by his ho rse sense—and that latter may be 
a cherished co mmo dity o f the past no t so highly 
so ught after to day as it was fiv e generatio ns 
back. It do es no t co me o ut o f bo o ks. It co mes o ut 
o f using a little gray matter. 
Ehman’s sto ry is ty pical o f the emigrant, no 
matter whether he was Irish, Dutch, Sco tch, 
Jewish o r German. He was so glad to get his 
feet planted in American so il that he spent his 
first few ho urs just thanking his Go d fo r the 


0 PP\VeUwiíÍ present the sto ry o f Henry Ehman 
in sev eral parts, because it is sy mbo lic o f all 
emigrants. His fight to the to p— to respecta- 
bilitv —as a scho o lmaster o f a backwo o ds co m­ 
munity o f Berks may pro v e a relief fro m so me 
o f to day ’s so rdid headlines. His paper was initi­ 
ally prepared fo r the archiv es o f the Deutsche 
Gesellschaft o f Philadelphia in 1 90 3. 
“ When I, Henry Ehman, and my bro ther, 
Frederick came to this co untry in the y ear 
1 84 8 we were receiv ed mo st gracio usly by o ur 
uncle Go ttlieb Bisho ff who co nducted a success­ 
ful beer salo o n in St. Jo hn street, between 
Bro wn and Co ates streets, but no wo rk was to 
be fo und in o ur trades, I being a weav er and 
he a cutler.” 
Uncle Go ttlieb and so n William did all they 
co uld to ease the feeling o f awkwardness pres­ 
ent in their newly transplanted relativ es, they 
went o ut o f their way to disco v er wo rk fo r their 
two guests. But all was in v ain as no wo rk seem­ 
ed then av ailable. Since it was already the begin­ 
ning o f December the newco mers despaired o f 
finding o penings in which they might make use 
o f their skills. Thro ugh a y o ung man they were 
co nv inced they sho uld trav el into the co untry 
where they might find emplo y ment wo rking fo r 
their bo ard o n so me large farm needing ex tra 
labo rers. 
“ We started o ff o ne beautiful mo rning ac­ 
co mpanied by a y o ung man named W. Ziegler. 
We were info rmed that a railro ad was being 
co nstructed between Reading and Harrisburg 
and thither we decided to go .” 
There was no thing cho o sy abo ut the ty pe o f 
wo rk the three wo uld accept; finding no o pen­ 
ings in the fields fo r which they had been train­ 
ed, it was no t repugnant to them to co nsider 
o ther ho nest means o f lay ing the pangs o f 
hunger. 
“ The first night we spent at a co untry inn, as 
each o f us still had a few cents, lo dging co sting 
us three cents, and co ffee with o ne ro ll fo r 
breakfast fiv e cent's. The seco nd day we go t into 
a co mmunity where German o nly was spo ken, 
which was true all the way to Reading, a fo rtu­ 
nate circumstance as we co uld talk but little 
English.” 
Wre must no te the handicaps were many , but 
the co urage to surmo unt o bstacles seems sur­ 
prisingly to hav e been bro ught with each emi­ 
grant, tho ugh he had little else to pack with 
him. We judge fro m the reading o f their many 
letters the chemical ingredients that generated 
the great human thrust fo rward to hav e been 
mainjy anger o r else l'ear at the o ld co untry , a 
blessed relief mix ed with ho pe, and a newly 
bo rn determinatio n to make the American 
dream co me true. 
These three co mpanio ns entering o ur co un­ 
ties no w came to a mutual reso lutio n, since their 
mo ney had giv en o ut. Each day by ro tatio n each 
wo uld appeal to a way side farmer fo r their lo dg­ 
ing. When Ehman’s turn came he co uld no t do 
it. They were pro ud, these o utcasts o f a wo rno ut 
sy stem, they wo uld no t beg. Picture the three o f 
them—clo thes plain but no t y et shabby — faces 
dead-so ber— arguing the matter befo re" a large 
Dutch farmho use as night clo ses do wn. 
“ Finally the farmer came to us and asked 
why we stay ed so lo ng in the ro ad and did no t 
enter the ho use. My bro ther, Frederick, said it 
was my turn to ask fo r lo dging but that I wo uld 
no t do it. I said, ‘Rather than ask I will sleep 
in the large hay stack in fro nt o f the barn.” 
The farmer laughed and said, “ Co me in. We 
will see if we can’t make o ut so meho w. But y o u 
three will hav e to sleep in o ne bed.” 
Finally they reached Reading. Their uncle 
Go ttlieb had to ld them befo re they left his 
salo o n that they sho uld lo o k up a co usin named 
Deininger who liv ed near Reading. 
When Ehman was 10 y ears o ld, Jo nathan 
Deininger v isited their ho mestead in the o ld 
co untry bringing with him his y o ung American 
bride who se name had been Muhlenberg. In 
tho se day s such lengthly bridal to urs were a 
rare ev ent. 
“ In Reading we made inquiry abo ut his 
ho me, which was o utside the city ; but as we 
appro ached the lo rdly mansio n, were afraid to 
enter. We finally agreed that I sho uld enter 
alo ne and the two wo uld wait fo r me in the 
wo o ds until I returned. When I ranig the bell, 
an elderly lady came o ut and asked what I 
wanted. When 1 mentio ned my name, she was 
greatly pleased; she was the sister o f Jo nathan 
Deininger.” 
The lady pro duced a bo ttle o f wine fro m 
the cupbo ard, and cake, and to ld Ehman her 
bro ther had go ne to Reading but wo uld return 
fo r dinner. When the man appeared he seemed 
happy o v er the presence o f their dinner guest 
and Ehman must sit and tell all abo ut Germany . 
He did no t, ho wev er, hav e the co urage to men­ 
tio n Vis bro ther and their friend hiding in the 
wo o ds. 
Ehman to ld them he wanted to go to Harris­ 
burg in o rder to wo rk o n the railro ad. Deininger 
sho o k his head, no t certain—in tho se day s gangs 
o f Irishmen usually laid do wn the rails But he 
did no t insist, and when Ehman set o ut o n his 
return to the wo o ds his co usin pressed a silv er 
do llar between his fingers and to ld him that if 
things sho uld no t wo rk o ut he wo uld 
be wel­ 
co me to return. . .

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Cambodian Campaign Reported 10 Times Greater Than Year in Viet 


SAIGON (AP) - The U.S. 
Command announced Tuesday 
that the “ average daily results” 
of the Cambodian campaign 
were 10 t;mes greater than the 
daily average for the previous 
12 months in Vietnam. 
Shortly after the appraisal 
the command announced that 
the last U.S. advisers with South 
Vietnamese 
forces 
had 
left 
Cambodia ahead of President 
Nixon’s midnight deadline. 
A spokesman for the com­ 
mand explained that the effec­ 
tiveness of the operation was 
computed by adding enemy cas­ 
ualties, captured weapons, am­ 
munition and food and dividing 
the total by the number of days 
in which the figures were accu­ 
mulated. 
ADDING APPLES 
“ They’re adding apples and 
oranges,” observed one Ameri­ 
can officer. “ How do you equate 
finding one machine gun car­ 
tridge with killing the machine 
gunner?” 
Nearly 15 million rifle car­ 
tridges were reported captured 
by U.S. and South Vietnamese 
troops in the first seven weeks 
of the Cambodian foray, four 
million more than in the entire 
previous year in Vietnam. The 


daily average in Cambodia was 
10 times that of the daily aver­ 
age in Vietnam during the pre- 
ceeding 12 months. 
Eut the number of enemy 
claimed killed each day in Cam­ 
bodia averaged 232, far short of 
the previous year’s rate of 374 a 
day in Vietnam. 
“ Of 
even 
greater 
signifi­ 
cance,” the command said, “ the 
relative cost of the first sevei 
weeks of Cambodian operations, 
measured as a ratio of results 
achieved to total allied killed in 
action, was one-twentieth of the 
ratio for the previous one-year 
period in Vietnam.” 
As the last U.S. advisers to 
South Vietnamese forces left 
Cambodia Tuesday American 
aircraft and artillery pounded 
suspected cache sites and base 
camps in the border areas va­ 
cated by U.S. combat troops the 
day before. 
SEEKING OUT 
The planes and guns were 
seeking out caches that the 
American soldiers did not have 
time to find and destroy before 
quitting Cambodia. 
South 
Vietnamese 
military 
spoksmen announced the with­ 
drawal of some 5.000 troops dis­ 
patched to Cambodia in early 


May, leaving 34,000 South Viet-’ 
namese 
soldiers 
still 
inside, 
Cambodia. They are not affect­ 
ed by Nixon’s deadline for 
American forces. 
About 3,000 of these troops, in­ 
cluding marines and an ar­ 
mored cavalry unit, launched 
their first drive north out of 
Phnom Penh, the Cambodian 
capital, lifting a siege of an 
arms depot and driving enemy 
forces from a sacred temple 
area, their commander said. 
The commander, Col Nguyen 
Van Luyen, reported his forces 
lifted the siege at Long Vek, an 


arms depot 23 miles north of 
Phnom Penh late Monday. Cam­ 
bodian troops had been penned 
up there for several days. 
The South Vietnamese en­ 
countered little resistance ex­ 
cept at the pagoda of Svay Mes­ 
as, about 10 miles northeast of 
Phnom Penh, where they killed 
six enemy troops in a fire fight, 
Lyuen said. 
UNDER ORDERS 
The South 
V i e t n a m e s e 
stormed the sacred grounds un­ 
der orders to drive out a compa­ 
ny of North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong troops without dam­ 


aging the temples. Luyen said 
there was no damage to the 
temple grounds. 
In their deepest penetration of 
Cambodia to date, other South 
Vietnamese forces moved into 
Krang Lovea, a railway center 
about 45 miles northwest of 
Phnom Penh. 
Luyen said he did not consider 
the threat to Phnom Peph seri­ 
ous now and that his troops are

units, leaving them free to at­ 
tack the enemy elsewhere.

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taken by NASA in light of the 
accident.” 
North American Rockwell’s 
contract includes an incentive 
fee. 
“That fee,” Paine said, “ will 
be determined in view of all ac­ 
tivities during 1970 and thus will 
be based not only on the Apollo 
13 accident but also on the ef 
fectiveness of the redesign and 
rebuilding . . .” 
Grumman, which built the lu 
nar lander that provided the as­ 
tronauts with oxygen and power 
after the accident, has fee pro­ 
visions hinging on performance 
The lander “clearly demon 
strated its ability to have sue 
cessfully performed most of the 
operations of an actual land 
ing,” Paine said, and an assess­ 
ment is being made on what 
portion of the performance was 
demonstrated 
“ and 
therefore 
what portion of the incentive fee 
should be paid now.” 
TOO EARLY 
Paine told the senators that it 
is too early to present detailed 
cost 
figures 
for the design 
changes. “ Our best current esti­ 
mate,” he said, is that (it) will 
be in the range of $10 million to 
$15 million of increased costs, 
which we plan to handle within 
our total Apollo budget.” 
Apollo 15 will not be launched 
until July or August, Paine said, 
thus preserving the 6-month in­ 
tervals the agency has decided 
on. There had been talk Apollo| 
15 might be skipped altogether, 
using the hardware for an addi­ 
tional Skylab launch in 1972. 
Apollo 14 will again aim for a 
landing on the moon’s Fra Mau- 
ro region. 
That means only one manned 
moon launch in fiscal 1971, a 
move which a House committee 
had recommended, saying it 
would save $106 million in costs. 
But Dale Myers, associate ad­ 
ministrator for manned space 
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flight, said the single launching 
would save only $20 million and 
that the modification cost would 
come from those funds. 
The House-passed appropria­ 
tion for the space agency in the 
fiscal year beginning Wednes­ 
day totals $3.19 billion. The Sen­ 
ate Appropriations Committee 
has recommended $3.31 billion 
and the measure awaits floor!

MAJOR CHANGES 
Dr. Rocco A. Petrone, Apollo | 
program director, said the ma-j 
jor changes in the service mod-| 
ule oxygen tanks will be :

If Pennsylvania’s lawmakers 
ever need an answer as to 
“ Why” they are almost con­ 
stantly the butt of what they 
feel is an “ unjust criticism” 
and “ whipping boy” tactics, 
they most certainly by now 
have provided their own an­ 
swer! 
Almost unbelievable to most 
Capitol Hill observers is the 
action taken during the past 
week by the State House of 
Representatives in approving a 
$2,21)0 annual expense increase 
— for themselves. 
Not particularly at issue on 
the uppage of the legislative 
expense allowance from $4800 
to $7,000 is whether it is or 
is not warranted — but rather 
the aftnost bullheaded public-be- 
damned 
attitude with which 
legislative leaders went about 
the purse-fattening move. 


To begin with, this year 1970 
happens 
to 
be 
legislative 
election year when all 203 seats 
in the House of Representatives 
will be on the ballot block in 
the fall, along with half the 50 
Senate seats. 
In theory, at least, it would 
seem 
that before voting to 
enhance their personal bank 
accounts at the 
expense of 
Pennsylvania’s t a x p a y e r s , 
lawmakers would be inclined to 
show some “ fear and respect” 
— or at least put up a good 
front — for the benefit of their 
voting constituency, by not even 
considering betterment of their 
personal financial lot in an 
election year of all years. 
This, however, was not the 
case 
in 
the 
Democratic- 
c o n t r o l l e d 
House 
of 
Representatives, where in an 
obvious voter-be-damned show 
of arrogance they last week 


slammed through the personal 
expense 
hike 
— 
to 
be 
retroactive to last July 1, no 
less — at the behest, of course, 
of the big city machine kingpins. 
But in addition to this being 
an 
election 
year 
for 
Penn­ 
sylvania’s G i a n t s H o u s e 
members 
in voting 
for the 
personal emolument (scheduled 
to cost taxpayers an additional 
$556,000 a year) did so at a 
time when the very taxpayers 
who must pay their increase 
currently are caught up in an 
e c o n o m i c ' slowdown 
both 
nationally and in the state. 
I n 
other 
words, 
while 
economic matters worsen for 
the taxpayer, lawmakers are 
proposing bettering their own 
lot! 
(And 
lawmakers 
complain 
bitterly of “ unjust criticism” of 
their actions?) 
But on top of all this, these 


legislative braves who are bent 
o n 
increasing 
their 
own 
recompense are proposing to do 
so at a time when they should 
be hiding in utter mortification 
over their handling of the fiscal 
fiasco of the past year — to 
say nothing of the unbelievable 
fumbling, indecision and inaction 
they’re indulging in this year 
in 
postponing 
fiscal 
solution 
until next year! 
There is another facet about 
the expense-hike passage in the 
House of Representatives worth 
noting: 
The bill passed the House by 
the court of 102-95; it takes 
exactly 102 votes to pass a bill. 
One of those recorded as 
voting for the expense increase 
bill June 23 is Representative 
William H. Claypoole of Kit- 
tanning, Armstrong County — 
according to the electric roll 
call tally sheet. 


But 
Claypoole 
is 
officially 
recorded on the master roll call 
sheets of the House for both 
June 22 and June 23 as being on 
official leave of absence for 
those two days, and a check 
with his office here on Capitol 
Hill shows that he has been re­ 
cuperating at home for the past 
two weeks following hospitaliza­ 
tion. 
Interestingly too, every roll 
call during the two days of 
voting in the House last week 
shows Representative Claypoole 
as “ not voting” — except the 
roll call on the expense increase 
bill where he has been recorded 
as voting “ yea” ! 
As lawmakers have set it up 
now, Pennsylvania has enough 
money to keep going for eight 
months of the 1970-71 fiscal year 
— but if lawmakers have their 
way they’ll have their expense 
increase anyway.

Night Came Played 
Under Midnight Sun

FAIRBANKS, ALASKA - The 
ball game between the Alaska 
Goldpanners and the University 
of Arizona began about 10:45 
p.m. and ended on the stroke 
of 1:30 a.m. Arizona won it 4-3, 
with a two-run rally in the top 
of the ninth. 
Nothing 
especially 
unusual 
about that except the lights 
were never turned on. This was 
the annual Midnight Sun Game, 
which is said to date back to 
1906, 
when 
drunken 
miners 
chose up sides and played, for 
goodly stakes, just to prove that 
it could be done. 
The lighting for the game 
between the Goldpanners and 
Arizona was provided by God, 
not the Fairbanks Power and 
Electric. At midnight, when the 
field was bathed in a soft pre­ 
dusk glow, the players and the 
fans all faced the flag of the 
U.S. and of Alaska, rising above 
the center field wall, and the 
m i l i t a r y 
band 
played 
a 
goosebumpy rendition of the 
stirring state anthem. Then the 
game resumed, spookily. 
This 
area, indeed this in­ 
credible state, is as baseball- 
minded as Brooklyn used to be. 
But in Brooklyn, 
and other 
traditionally f e v e r i s h con­ 
tinental U.S. baseball cities, the 
game can be played through a 
majority or perhaps even all 
the months of the year. Around 
Fairbanks, the action must be 
compressed between the crunch 
of one dead winter and the 
beginning of another. In the 
Lower 48, as Alaskans refer to 
the Continental states, July 4 
and the All-Star Game mark the 
half-way point in the season. 
Here, it’s hardly beginning and 
it will end abruptly, in Sep­ 
tember when the first snow 
flies. 
What they have of it they 
abolutely worship. There were 
eight 
or 
10 
errors 
in 
the 
Goldpanners-Arizona game, but 
there were also some plays that 
the most demanding big league 
fan would have approved of, 
i n c l u d i n g several excellent 
double-play performances and a 
prodigious home run in the 
bottom of the ninth by Rod 
Boone, six-foot three, 180-pound 
son of old big leaguer Ike 
Boone. Rod just finished his 
freshman year at Stanford. 
This amateur baseball, the 
kind we seldom see any longer 
for assorted reasons, including 


the fact that there aren’t many 
sandlots left in this age of the 
real estate boom and shopping 
center escalation. This is post- 
high school, undergraduate, pre­ 
draft baseball, and it’s a delight 
to look at — particularly in the 
subdued light of midnight. 


Take the case of Tom Seaver. 
The super-star of the world 
champion Mets played here two 
short summer seasons for the 
Goldpanners. 
Fourteen 
other 
major leaguers passed this way 
en route to big league ball since 
t h e 
Goldpanner 
program 
became part of the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association 
summer baseball program in 
1962: Dave Dowing to the Cards 
and Cubs, Charles Hartenstein 
to the Cubs and Pirates, Rick 
Monday to the Oakland A’s, 
Graig Nettles to the Twins and 
Indians, Curt Motton to the 
Orioles, Gary Sutherland to the 
Phillies and Montreal Expos, 
and Mike Paul to the Indians. 


In addition to Seaver, A1 Sch- 
melz and Dan Frisella went to 
the Mets from the 1965 Gold­ 
panners 
team. 
Plus 
Andy 
Messersmith to the Angles and 
Eddie Leon to the Indians. The 
1966 
team 
developed 
Mike 
Adamson for the Orioles and 
pitcher Bill Lee, now a Red Sox 
pitching coach. Rich Hand o! 
the Indians was a Goldpanner. 
The Goldpanner lineup has an 
almost 
complete 
changeover 
each year. Applicants number 
beyond 300 as a rule. Those 
selected must have high scho­ 
larship rating at their respec­ 
tive universities, as well as a 
baseball talent, must be recom­ 
mended by their coaches and 
faculty, and must be willing to 
work hard in the local labor 
field at the going salary rates. 
They get no pay for playing.

Powwowers Have Cures' for Ailments, from Warts to Convulsions 


(Editor's Note: This is the 
second in a six-part series de­ 
tailing the upswing of interest 
in all phases of the occult be­ 
ing shown by Pottstown area 
residents. )

Medical science has several 
different 
ways 
of 
removing 
warts. Two of the most popular 
and 
frequently-used 
methods 
are ly>t needles and acid. 
Sometimes 
they 
work 
— 
sometimes they don’t. 
But 
a 
g i f t e d 
Pottstown 
woman has a perfect record in 
wart removal and she uses none 
of these scientific methods. 
Mrs. Mary Kurtz, Hanover 
Court 
Apartments, 
has 
suc­ 
cessfully removed warts from 
25 persons over the years, and 
she’s done it through faith. 
Mrs. Kurtz is a powwower, a 
name given to one type of in­ 
dividual in the full range of 
necromancers — which means 
faith healers. 
She received the gift from her 
father. Under unwritten rules of 
the avocation, the gift can be 


handed down through a family, 
but it must alternate by sex. 
This rule means that Mrs. Kurtz 
can hand the gift to her son 
but not to a daughter. The son, 
in turn, can hand it to his 
daughter, but not to his son. 
To perform her magical cure 
— which she does free — Mrs. 
Kurtz waits at least a day after 
the full moon. 
MOON ON D ECREA SE 
“ You can only do this suc­ 
cessfully if the moon is on the 
decrease,” she explained. 
To remove a wart, Mrs. Kurtz 
places her hand on it, chants 
t h e 
Pennsylvania 
Dutch 
quotation three times forward 
and backward and tells the 
patient the wart will soon be 
gone.- 
“ I don’t really know what the 
words mean,” she said, “ all I 
know is that it works.” 
One time a man and his wife 
came to her from Royersford 
— word of gifts like this usually 
spreads to those who need it 
the most. 
The daughter had dozens of 
warts on her hands. They had 


become so bad it was im­ 
possible for her to play the 
piano, something she did well 
and often. 
Within two weeks after Mrs. 
Kurtz said the words, the couple 
and daughter were back to show 
the result — the warts were 
gone despite the fact physicians 
tried tim*» and again without 
success. 
Mrs. Kurtz doesn’t exault in 
this power — she merely ac­ 
cepts it as something she can 
do, something which has no 
logical explanation. 
She agrees, however, that it 
may be a psychosomatic type 
cure. 
“ I guess it’s mental. People 
really believe I can cure them 
so the warts leave because of 
their mental attitude.” 
Not only can 
she remove 
warts in her home — she even 
can do it long distance without 
seeing the person needing help. 
Once, entirely by mail, she 
removed the warts of a child 
in Philadelphia who had so 
many on the bottom of both 
feet he couldn’t walk. 


“ All I need is the first and 
middle names of the person,” 
she said, 
“ After I got that 
through the mail, I kept my 
mind on the person and recited 
the words. Less than a month 
later I received a letter from 
the child's parents saying the 
warts had gone.” 
Mrs. Kurtz’s gift is limited 
to the curing of warts, but she 
said she once had a neighbor 
who could cure burns in almost 
the same manner. 


D IM OUTLOOK 
Catherine Beidler, 278 Elm 
St., South Pottstown, suffered 
from convulsions as a child. 
They were so severe physicians 
held a dim outlook for her 
future. 
Fortunately 
for 
her, 
her 
grandfather, the late William 
Beidler, also was a powwower. 
He bored a hole in the door 
frame of the door leading to the 
cellar. The hole was an inch 
higher than Miss Beidler’s head. 
Cutting off a lock of her hair 
he placed it in the hole, sealed 
it with plaster, and told his 


daughter-in-law, Miss Beidler’s 
mother, when the child grew 
taller than the level of the hole 
the convulsions would be gone, 
never to return. 
“ I grew taller than that hole 
in less than a year,” Miss 
Beidler recalls, “ and I’ve never 
had convulsions since.” 
Her grandfather’s gift also 
extended to nose bleeds and 
warts. Like Mrs. Kurtz, he could 
remove warts or cure nose 
bleeds either in person or by 
long distance. 
When he worked on a nose 
bleed, the bleeding would stop 
immediately. 


PAIN GONE 
Miss Beidier said her mother 
used to suffer from extreme 
headaches 
which her

father cured within 10 minutes 
by placing his hand on top of 
her mother’s head, reciting a 
Pennsylvania Dutch chant and 
telling her the pain soon would 
be gone.

needed the person’s name and 


age. Then he would grease a 
dinner plate, 
turn it upside 
down, place his hand on it wnile 
thinking of the person to be 
cured 
and 
recite 
the 
Penn­ 
sylvania 
Dutch 
words 
three 
times. 
That was it — the cure would 
come within two weeks. 
Geraldine Rahn, bartender at 
Hotel 
Shuler, 
had 
a 
grand­ 
mother who was a powwower 
and 
not only 
could remove 
warts, but also could relieve 
high blood pressure. 
He{ grandmother, the late 
Dianna Gilbert, lived at 648 
Walnut St., and she practiced 
a unique art — cupping. 
Cupping was the term given 
to the method of lowering blood 
pressure and even the removal 
of “ bad blood.” 
Miss Rahn said she used to 
watch her grandmother perform 
the magical art and described 
it. 
“ She would get a small cup 
and place a crumpled up piece 
of newspaper in it. Then she 
would light the paper with a 
match and wait until it was 


consumed. 
“ Next she took a small piece 
of gold and made a design with 
it on the person’s back. The 
design was much like the four 
lines used when playing tic-tac- 
toe.

Miss Rahn is a believer — 
because she “ saw with my own 
eyes” results of her grand­ 
mother’s effort.

They have faith.

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House Approves 
Bill to Raise 
Mortgage Rate 


HARRISBURG (AP) - House 
supporters of a hill to raise the 
interest ceiling on conventional 
mortgages to 9 per cent beat 
back strong opposition Tuesday 
and sent the legislation to the 
Senate by a 117-73 vote. 
Opponents of the measure said 
the bill would hurt the consum­ 
er and working man. Proponents 
claimed it would make mort­ 
gages more readily available to 
the average home buyer, and 
help an ailing housing industry. 
The bill does not apply to FHA 
and VA mortgages, which have 
an 8 Vi per cent interest ceiling. 
“ This bill is not for the work­ 
ing people,” said an opponent, 
Rep. Louis Sherman, D-Phila- 
delphia. 
Sherman claimed the legisla­ 
tion would benefit the home 
builders and money lenders. 
Rep. Charles H. Dager, R- 
Montgomery, a real estate man, 
said in favor of the measure: 
“ The Housing industry in the 
Commonwealth is o n thin ice. 
This bill will put life into this 
industry.” 
C U R R E N T R A T E 
He added that the current in­ 
terest rate is actually causing 
inflation, because it results in a 
higher sales price for homes; 
causes assessment of “ point 
and increases insurance costs, 
which are based on the higher 
sale price. 
Current state law allows a 7 
per cent interest ceiling, which 
is supplemented by “ points” 
amounting to one per cent of the 
mortgage’s face value. The Pen- 
sylvanian’s interest rate on mor­ 
tgages is 7.5 per cent. 
Rep. C. L. Schmitt, D-West- 
moreland, also a real estate 
broker, opposed the bill during 
the 45-minute debate. 
“ I maintain that raising the 
Interest rate will not make more 
money available; it will simply 
make the lender richer on the 
money he was going to put out) 
on mortgages anyway,” Schmitt 
said. 
Schmitt said a $20,000 mort­ 
gage at 7 per cent for 30 years 
calls for a monthly payment of 
$133.07 for principal and interest. 
Over the lifetime of the mor­ 
tgage, the home buyer would 
pay back $47,905, or $27,905 for 
use of the money. 
M O N T H L Y P A Y M E N T 
A $20,000 mortgage at 9 per 
cent for 30 years calls for a 
monthly payment of $160.93, 
Schmitt said. This means he 
would pay back $57.934, an in­ 
crease of $10,029. The buyer 
would pay nearly $38,000 inter­ 
est instead of $28,000 
a boost 
of 36 per cent in interest alone. 
Proponent Matthew J. Ryan, 
R-Delaware, told House mem­ 
bers: “ Don’t kid yourselves by 
thinking defeat of this bill is 
going to stop inflation.”

SAIGON (AP) - The Cambo­ 
dian campaign that President 
Nixon called the most success­ 
ful military move of the war is 
viewed by many observers here 
as a somewhat more limited 
achievement.

MOST OPTIMISTIC 
The most optimistic outlook is 
that the 60 days in Cambodia 
have broken the back of the 
Communist command’s military 
effort in the all-impostant 11 
provinces around Saigon, the 
3rd Corps tactical zone, and at 
least bought valuable time in 
the 4th Corps, the Mekong Del­ 
ta. 
One senior 25th Division offi­ 
cer saw the Cambodian opera­ 
tion as denying the North Viet­ 
namese and Viet Cong the ca­ 
pacity to be effective in the 3rd 
Corps area for at least a year. 
At the same time, he said: 
“ We expect the South Viet­ 
namese to get farther out into 
the war zones, to hold the ene­ 
my back the way the Americans 
have been, while pacification 
progresses.” Pacification is the 
campaign to win over the people 
from the Viet Cong. 
As far as the effect on U.S. 
withdrawal from South Vietnam 
is 
concerned, 
he 
declared: 
“ This operation has made all 
the difference. I would move 
troops out now with much less 
trepidation than I would have 
before.” 
THE NEXT UNIT 
His own 25th Division may be 
the next unit to lose some 
strength under Nixon’s June 3 
pledge to remove 50,000 more 
U.S. troops by Oct. 15. 
A field officer of the 1st Air 
Cavalry Division, equally buoy­ 
ant over the results of the for­ 
ays into Cambodia, suggested 
that the next major pullout 
could include his division, the 
arm and hammer of allied 
forces in the 3rd Corps. 
“ Look at tihe effect that would 
have,” he said. “ Already the 
South Vietnamese have proved 
in Cambodia that they are a 
good fighting force. Pulling out 
the Cav would put them in sev­ 
en-league boots.” 
Some observers say Nixon, by 
drawing on thé statistical evi­ 
dence, can make a fairly strong 
case that the Cambodian ven­ 
ture has accomplished most of 
what it set out to do. 
Example: 95 captured tons of 
small-arms 
ammunition—basic 
load for 20 North Vietnamese 
battalions for a year, 55 tons of 
medical 
supplies—enough 
to 
upply a 320-bed, division-level 
hospital for a year. 
Also 66,787 mortar rounds of 
all sizes—12 times as many as 
were fired in all of 3rd Corps in 
the first three months of 1970, 
and about 1,500 rockets, about 
17 times as many as were fired 
in the same area in the same 
period. 1 
Also, 19,303 individual and 
2,514 heavy weapons—enough to 
outfit between 14 and 16 full* 
strength North Vietnamese regi­ 
ments. 
Figured in tonnage, to replen­ 
ish the ammunition alone would 
require 850 of the Communist 
command’s biggest trucks, av­ 
eraging two tons per load, com­ 
ing down the Ho Chi Minh trail. 
Nobody 
knows how 
many 
trucks the North Vietnamese 
have, but 420 of them were cap­ 
tured in Cambodia. 
ONE FACTOR 
One factor which must be 
weighed in assessing the statis­ 
tical evidence is that U.S. offi­ 
cials admit they do not know 


what percentage of the enemy’s 
supplies tiiey got. 
“ In order to know that, of 
course, we’d have to know how 
much was there in the first 
place,” said one 3rd Corps offi­ 
cer. “ If they had a year’s sup­ 
ply, maybe we got 30 per cent of 
it. If they had six months’ sup­ 
ply, we might have gotten as 
much as V0 per cent.” 
An additional factor is how 
much the enemy was able to 
pull out of caches in advance of 
the American and South Viet­ 
namese raids into the Fishhook, 
the Parrot’s Beak and the base 
areas due north of Saigon. 
Reliable information in Saigon 
and Phnom Penh makes it ap­ 
parent both sides saw signs of 
something developing before the 
March 18 coup that overthrew 
Prince Norodom Sihanouk and 
read them the same way. 
In Saigon, officials in a posi­ 
tion to know say the U.S. Com­ 
mand ordered hastily assem­ 
bled weather and Cambodian 
terrain data on March 10, two 
days after the first civil disturb­ 
ances in Svay Rieng in eastern 
Cambodia and one day before 
the North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong embassies were burned by 


Cambodian mobs in Phnom 
Penh. 
Diplomatic sources in Phnom 
Penh with direct contact with 
the North Vietnamese say the 
enemy began moving supplies 
out of sanctuaries in comman­ 
deered trucks. 
These 
sources 
believe the 
North 
Vietnamese 
and 
Viet 
Cong may have been able to get 
at least half their supplies out to 
safety farther north and west in 
Cambodia. 
U.S. officers in Saigon admit 
that the Communist command, 
apparently having anticipated 
an allied move into Cambodia 
when the first indications of po­ 
litical upheaval appeared, got 
away with a lot of material. 
That they gave top priority to 
their most important weapons 
and munitions may be indicated 
by the fact that the 19,000 indivi­ 
dual weapons captured or de­ 
stroyed by the allies included 


only 2,300 AK47s, the standard 
assault rifle used by enemy 
troops. 
The 
remainder 
was 
nearly 4,000 older, semiautomat­ 
ic SKS rifles, 3,800 older Soviet- 
made rifles, and an incredible 
hodgepodge of other weapons. 
Officers here said the enemy 
troops apparently took as many 
rocket grenades, mortars and 
other heavy weapons as they 
could manage, leaving behind a 
lot of small arms and other 
types of ammunition, “ the kind 
of stuff that is easier to re­ 
place,” one said. 
In terms of Nixon’s originally 
stated tactical objectives, the 
operation’s major failure was 
the escape of the Communists’ 
headquarters known as COSVN, 
Central Office for South Viet­ 
nam. 
- Although parts of' the head­ 
quarters and evidence of its for­

American casualties in Cam­ 
bodia have averaged about fiVe 
killed and 25 wounded par day. 
There is no accurate way to 
compare the losses with what 
might have been in Vietnam 
had the operation never been 
launched. But one senior Ameri­ 
can officer said he never would 
have been willing to sign an es­ 
timate that casualties would be 
that low. 
Effects of the Cambodian op­ 
eration already have been felt 
in 3rd Corps and to some extent 
in the Mekong Delta. Enemy 
units that traditionally have op­ 


erated along the border, and in 
War Zone C and the rubber! 
plantations north of Saigon, are 
farther west in Cambodia. 
SHARPLY LOWER 
Attacks are at sharply lower 
levels, and terror incidents are 
down in 3rd Corps although 
showing a new resurgence else­ 
where in South Vietnam in re­ 
cent weeks. 
Viet Cong main force and lo­ 
cal units mostly have under­ 
ground, conserving what sup­ 
plies they have, not knowing 
when more may be delivered.

House Approves 
Bill to Tighten 
Pollution Laws 


HARRISBURG (AP) - Legis­ 
lation designed to strengthen the' 
state’s air pollution laws cleared 
the House 194-0 Tuesday and! 
went to the Senate. 
The chief sponsors, House| 
Speaker Herbert Fineman and| 
Majority Leader K.. Leroy IrvisJ 
said the legislation would “ help 
achieve in the not too distant 
future, clean, uncontaminated 
air for all Pennsylvanians.” 
The legislation would expand 
the definition of “ air pollution” 
to include a wider range of pol­ 
lutants. 
Under current law, the defini­ 
tion is confined to discharges 
which may be harmful to public 
health. The expanded definition 
would include any emission 
“ which may create or is likely 
to create a nuisance.” The pro­ 
vision is designed to prevent as 
well as control actual sources of 
air pollution, the sponsors said. 
The new bill would make the 
state’s Air Pollution Commission 
— which the sponsors claim is 
industry-oriented — an appeal 
body only. The commission’s 
membership would be expanded 
to include representatives of the 
consumer. 


Title Insurance Fees 
Increase is Approved 
HARRISBURG (AP) - In­ 
surance Commissioner George 
F. Reed Tuesday approved an 
overall 28 per cent statewide in­ 
crease in title insurance fees. 
The request was made by the 
Pennsylvania Title Insurance 
Rating Bureau on behalf of its 
member and subscriber com­ 
panies and will produce an esti­ 
mated $3.5 million in additional 
imnual revenue. 
On June 1, Reed rejected an 
earlier filing that would have in­ 
creased fees about $4.5 million 
a year on grounds that the in­ 
crease was excessive.

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Air Pollution 
Is Linked With 
Heart Disease 


N EF YORK (AP) - Air pol­ 
lution levels that are not unu­ 
sually high, and increases in 
pollution that may even pass un­ 
noticed, have been linked in a 
new study with sharp’ increases 
in deaths from heart and respir­ 
atory diseases. 
The study by Dr. Thomas A. 
Hodgson Jr. of Cornell Medical 
College concerned the deaths 
over a 2^-year period in New 
York City, from November 1962, 
to May 1965. 
"Slight or moderate increases 
in concentrations of air pollution 
during a month,” Hodgson con­ 
cluded, “ can be expected to re­ 
sult in increased mortality from 
heart and respiratory diseases 
amounting to several hundred 
deaths. 
“ And this is occuring for lev­ 
els of pollution that are not con­ 
sidered unusually high and for 
changes in levels that may in­ 
deed j>ass unnoticed.” 
PUBLIC AIM 
Hodgson criticized what he 
called the apparent public aim 
of setting air quality standards 
only to make sure pollution lev­ 
els don’t reach the extreme lev­ 
els that caused disasters in Don- 
ora, Pa., in 1948, in London in 
1952 and in New York in 1966. 
“ This is certainly creditable,” 
he said, “however, deaths are 
occurring when there are no 
such episodes, when there are 
slight and seemingly innocuous 
increases in concentration from 
day to day and month to I 
month.” 
Hodgson, an assistant profes­ 
sor of public health, said his 
mathematical 
analysis shows 
that it is possible to get esti­ 
mates of the deaths caused by 
ordinary levels of air pollution 
in New York City. 
“ Such estimates are essen­ 
tial,” he said, “ if society is to 
cope with the problem of air 
pollution and undertake a ra­ 
tional program of air pollution 
control.” 
Hodgson's 
study, 
reported 
Tuesday in the July issue of En­ 
vironmental Science and Tech­ 
nology, found sizable increases 
in deaths paralleling relatively 
slight increases in levels of par­ 
ticulate matter in the air 
An increase of one unit in the 
average daily concentration of 
particulate matter during ? 
month results in an increase of 
more than 13 deaths each day 
from respiratory and heart dis­ 
eases for that month, the study 
found. 
An average increase of two 
units from one month to anoth^f 
is not unreasonable, Hodgson 
said—meaning an increase in 
the daily average of 26.7 deaths. 
That figure would represent 
an 18 per cent increase over the 
average 150 heart and respirato­ 
ry deaths per day, according to 
the study. 
Hodgson studied the effects of 
environmental factors such as 
particulate matter and sulfur 
dioxide in the air, and tempera­ 
ture, on mortality rates. “ Tem­ 
perature,” he noted, “ influences 
mortality irrdependent'of air pol­ 
lution by causing stress upon 
the body when it is very hot or 
very cold.”

NATIONAL SAFE BOATING WEEK, 1970 


By the President of the United States of America 


A Proclamation 


The pleasures of boating are known to many. Unfortunately, the potential hazards of 
boating are not so well known. As thousands of our fellow citizens take to the already- 
crowded water» each year, the potential danger to themselves—and to those who have 
enjoyed this pastime for many years—becomes increasingly apparent. Boating is and should 
be enjoyable, but it will remain that way only if the safety of all those engaged in boating 
is insured by knowledge and practice of boating safety rules. 


Recognizing the need for emphasis on boating safety, the Congress, by a joint resolu­ 
tion approved June 4, 1958 (72 Stat. 179), has requested that the President proclaim an­ 
nually the week which includes Ju ly 4 as National Safe Boating Week. 


NOW , THEREFORE, I, RICHARD NIXON, President of the United States of America, do 
hereby designate the week beginning June 28, 1970, as National Safe Boating Week. 


The theme for National Safe Boating Week 1970 reminds us, "Safe Boating Is No Acci­ 
dent." As insurance against accidents, 1 urge the American boatmen to take advantage of 
the numerous courses available in boating safety. 


I also invite the Governors of the States and the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico and 
appropriate officials of all other areas under the United States flag to provide for the ob­ 
servance of this week. And to the many fine organizations who will voluntarily give of 
their time during this year's observance, I offer my appreciation in advance. 


IN WITNESS WHEREOF, ! have hereunto set my hand this 21st day of January in the 
year of our lord, nineteen hundred and seventy, and of the Independence of the United 
States of America the one hundred and ninety-fourth.

Returns from Peru 


LIMA, Peru (AP) — Mrs. 
Richard M. Nixon went home 
Tuesday from this earthquake- 
ravaged country with a bouquet 
of roses from an injured child 
and editorial praise for her 
“ compassion 
and 
generous 
help.” 
The U.S. ambassador called 
her visit a “ tremendous suc­ 
cess.” 
Mrs. Nixon received the roses 
at a hospital from a boy with an 
arm broken in the May 31 quake 
that left 50,000 persons dead and 
800.000 homeless. 
“ You win the hearts of all the 
children of Hie world. That’s 
what all of us are saying to 
you,” the youngster said in 
stumbling English to the First 
Lady of the United States as she 
was ending her two-day, good­ 
will visit, 
Mrs. Nixon told her interpret­ 
er: “Tell him he’s a good speak­ 
er, some day he’ll be presi­ 
dent.” 
STRAINED RELATIONS 
The visit, plus U.S. assist­ 
ance,

strained relations between the 
two countries. 
At the airport, when Mrs. Nix­ 
on prepared to board a U.S. Air 
Force presidential jet for the re­ 
turn flight to the California 
White House, she was embraced 
by Peru’s first lady, Mrs. Con- 
suelo de Velasco. 
The two women had toured 
devastated Huaylas Valley on 
Monday by cargo plane and hel- 


icoptr, visiting field hospitals 
and tent camps for the quake 
survivors. When they returned 
to Lima from the valley, they 
took with them 14 homeless ref­ 
ugees from the town of Yungay 
that was buried under an ava­ 
lanche of mud. 
¡Monday night, President and 
Mrs. Velasco gave a dinner for 
Mrs. Nixon. The president’s sec­ 
retary told newsmen that Velas­ 
co was “ deeply touched by the 
gesture of President Nixon in 
sending his wife. If he had sent 
the whole U.S. Air Force it 
would not have meant as much 
as sending his wife.” 
■Mrs. Nixon arrived in Lima 
on Sunday with two jet aircraft 
carrying nine tons of relief sup­ 
plies and $30,000 in donations 
from U.S. citizens.
